Findings of Commission. 


The findings of the Thaw lunacy 


commission was couched In the lan- 
guage of the order by Justice Fitz- 
gerald, ordering 
the 
inquiry. 
The 


commissioners declared it to be their 
unanimous belief that "the defendant, 
Harry K. Thaw, is capable of rightly 
understanding his own position, of ap- 
preciating the nature of the charges 
against him and of rationally con- 
ferring with his counsel at the time 
of this examination." 


The entire report of the commission 


covers three typewritten pages and 
will not be made public. 


The concluding paragraphs of the 


lunacy commission report in full are 
as-follows: 


"After careful examination of the 


defendant personally and all the evi- 
dence we find the following facts: 


"In the sequent and In some cases 


—dally—during the several 
months 


last past, intercourse had by the de- 
fendant with the Tombs physicians, 
chaplains, keepers, other attendants 
and the probation officer, these per- 
sons failed to discover anything irra- 
tional in his conduct or speech.

this morning James Gillesple, of Ris- 
ing Sun, serving a life sentence In tho 
state prison for the murder of h'is sis- 
ter, la set free. 


The decision reverses the opinion of 


the lower court on the ground that 
error was committed in not granting 
a new trial. 


The decision contains an order to 


the warden of the state prison to re- 
lease the prisoner and also an order 


at further prosecution he abandoned. 


History of the Case. 


Miss Elizabeth 
Gillesple, an es 


:eemed woman of middle age, was 
dlled December 8, 1903, by a load ot 
hot from a shot gun fired through the 
window of a room of her house. Her 
brother, 
James 
Gillesple, together 


with Belle Howard, and Mr. and Mrs. 
dyron Barbour, were Indicted 
and 


ilaced on trial charged with the 
crime. The jury disagreed and later 
Glllespie, who was elected to be tried 
separately, was placed on trial and 
convicted in 1905. He was sentenced 
;o prison for life. 
The other three 


defendants were later acquitted. 


In the first trial, after the jury had 


been sworn, the state demanded the 
discharge of the jury on the ground 
that one of the jurors was a second 
cousin of the deceased husband of 
Belle Howard, one of the defendants.

What Supreme Court Holds. 


The supreme court held today that 


at the moment the first jury was

had been adduced, ami it was error to 
allow the peremptory challenge and1 
discharge of the jury sworn in, and the;

his lite for the same offense, and from 
the moment of the discharge of the 
juror the state was estopped from 
proceeding further' with any prosecu- 
tion against the defendant for the 
crime. Gillespie is ordered to be freed 
from prison and not to be further 
prosecuted for the crime.

As a well made machine is incapable 
or error its announcement is accepted 
without question. 
<,An advantage in the voting ma 
chine which in Itself would not be 
enough to justify the change, but on 
the other hand Is an added attraction. 
Is the rapidity with which the result 
is known. Instead ot its taking an 
hour or two to count simple ballots 
like those of Tuesday last, or all 
night to count the complicated ballots 
of a state, county, and presidential 


lection, it takes only a moment to 
open tho box and read the result, 
'he returns may be received at head- 
luarters as sooa as telephonic con- 
nection can be had. In fact, the re- 
urns from the voting machines be- 
jan to be received downtown within 
two minutes after the polls closed 
Tuesday, and within thirty minutes it 
was possible to predict the result as a 
whole from the returns already In. 
With voting machines in every pre- 
cinct the exact figures would have 
been known at an early hour. 


The first cost of installation of vot- 


ing machines would be a heavy one, 
but to offset It there would be a sav- 
ing In cost of printing, in a possible 
reduction in the number of polling 
place on account of the greater rapid- 
ity with which votes may be cast by 
machine, a possible reduction in the 
rent of each polling place on account 
of tho smaller space required, and a 
large saving by the end ot the possi- 
bility of contested counts. 
As soon 


as the city can afford it voting ma- 
chines should be introduced. The in- 
troduction may be gradual, but a judi- 
cious redistribution of the machines to 
different precincts each time soon 
would create a- popular demand for 
an entire equipment.
